CHAPTER 1. 


Or ORDINARY MEETINGS. 


I. HE ordinary meetings of the Society ſhall 

T commence the laſt Saturday but one of 
October, and be held every Saturday until eight ſets 
of members ſhall have read their diſſertations. Each 
ordinary meeting for private buſineſs ſhall commence 
at fix o'clock P. M. and ſhall not be protracted beyond 
ſeven. ' If the private buſineſs ſhould not then be fi- 


niſhed, it ſhall be reſumed either at the next ordinary 


meeting, or at an extraordinary one to be appointed for 
that purpoſe 1. An. adjournment of a few minutes 
* | | ſhall

_- According to Chap. ii Law r. 
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ſhall take place after the private buſineſs, when the 
public buſineſs ſhall commence, and continue until the 
meeting be diſſolved by the Preſident. 

2. The names of the ordinary attending members 
ſhall be called over by the Secretary at the beginning of 
the private buſineſs, and at the beginning and end of 
public buſineſs. If any member be abſent from the 
roll-call at private buſineſs, he ſhall be fined 1s. If 
from the firſt roll-call (public buſineſs) 6 d.; from the 
ſecond 1s. The Preſident ſhall not give leave of ab- 
ſence before ten o'clock. Any member may be at li- 
berty to leave the Society after twelve P. M. (inſerting 
his name in a book provided for the purpoſe), without 
the conſent of the Preſident. 

3- Any member may petition for leave of abſence 
from the meetings of the Society for a limited time, 
provided he be not to give in diſſertations within four 
weeks. During the permitted time of abſence, he ſhall 


not enjoy any of the privileges of a member. And if, 


after the expiration of this time, he ſhould be abſent 
from three ſucceſſive ordinary meetings, without a ſuf- 
ficient apology, he ſhall thereby incur the penalty of 
expulſion. 5 
4. The Secretary ſhall, on every night of meeting, 
examine the liſt of abſentees; and if any honorary or 
extraordinary member, whoſe name may be on the liſt 


of circulation, ſhould have been abſent three ſucceſſive 


nights, without a ſufficient excuſe, he fhall not be per- 
mitted to receive the diſſertations and minutes the re- 
mainder

mainder of that ſeſſion: Nor ſhall he, in any future 
ſeſſion, receive them, until he ſhall have petitioned the 
Society, and obtained permiſſion. If an ordinary mem- * 
ber - ſhould be abſent from three ſucceſſive ordinary 
meetings, without a ſufficient excuſe, he ſhall thereby 
incur the penalty of expulſion. 

5. No perſon ſhall publiſh, or intentionally furniſh 
any other perſon with materials for publiſhing, any of 
the tranſactions of the Society without their authority. 
Any member infringing this law, thereby incurs the 
penalty of expulſion. | | 


CHAP, 


ES 


Or EXTRAORDINARY MEETINGS. 


1. KETFHEN the Society may think an extraordi- 
nary meeting requiſite, the Preſident 
in-office ſhall appoint it within forty-eight hours, un- 
leſs the member propoſing it conſent to its being later. 
2. The roll ſhall be called at the beginning and end 
of the meeting; and if any member is abſent at either 
roll-call, he ſhall be fined 15. The following appeals 
to be conſidered valid; confinement for one day by ill- 
neſs, engagements at other ſocieties, at claſſes, abſence 
from town two miles or more. * i 
3. The firſt Wedneſday after the laſt ordinary meet- 
ing of each ſeſſion, there ſhall be an extraordinary meet- 
ing, for the purpoſe of collecting the money due to 


the Society. | 
4. The ſucceeding Saturday there ſhall be another 


extraordinary meeting, for the purpoſe of receiving the 
report of the Committee, which ſhall have been ap- 
pointed to examine the accounts of the Preſidents *. 


CHAT.

Or MONTHLY MEETINGS. 
4. N Manz rixc ſhall be held on the firſt Friday 
4 of eyery month throughout the year, at 


ſeven o'clock in the evening, for the purpoſe of conſi- 
dering ſuch Medical or Philoſophical diſſertations as 


any member may communicate to the Society. After 


the Society have made their remarks on them, they 
ſhall be left with the Printing Committee. | 
2. Every Preſident, and every ordinary member, 
who may be of the Printing Committee, if abſent from 
the firſt roll-call, ſhall be fined 6 d.; if from the ſe- 
cond, 4s. 6d. The ſecond roll not to be called until 
fifteen minutes after the meeting is conſtituted. | 
3: The Printing Committee ſhall, within the ſpace : 
of ten days after their election, chuſe one of their num- 


ber to be Collector of the tranſactions of the Society 


for that year: And it thall be the duty of this Collector 
to preſent to the Society, at the firſt ordinary meeting 
after the 16th of November, a fair copy of ſuch papers 
as he thinks merit publication, which come under the 
determination of the Committee. This manuſcript 
to lie upon the table of the Library four weeks ; and 
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= giſtered. And this book ſhall remain in the Library 


the Society ſhall then determine, by ballot, whether it 


be printed or not. If determined in the affirmative, 
the Collector is authoriſed to get them printed with 
all convenient ſpeed, at the expence of the Society. 


When a volume is compleated, it is to be ſold for ac- 


count of the Society. | 

4. The Printing Committee ſhall likewiſe have power 
to chuſe and purchaſe books for the Society. 

5. This Committee ſhall, at monthly meetings, give 
in a liſt of books; which liſt ſhall remain in the Libra- 
ry (ſo that any member of the Society may add what- 
ever book he thinks proper, affixing his name to the 
propoſal), until the laſt ordinary meeting of the Society 
for that month, when the Preſident of the meeting fhall 
read over the title of every book comprized in the liſt. 
After which, ſuch books, as may be approved of by the 
Society; ſhall be purchaſed by the Committee. 

6. No appeal for non-attendance can be admitted 
from the members of this Committee, except previous 
confinement by illneſs for two days, or abſence from 
town for more than ſix miles, and during two days. 

7. All the tranſactions of the Printing Committee 
ſhall be minuted in a book kept for that particular pur- 


poſe: In which all the books approved of by the Society, 


every commiſſion for particular books, and thoſe which 
have been purchaſed by the Committee, ſhall be re- 
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of the Society for the information of every gentle- 


man. 1 £ 
8. No member of the Committee ſhall be permitted 


to tranſact buſineſs with any Bookſeller whatever, un- 


leſs an order for that purpoſe be previouſly inſerted in 


the minute-book of the Committee: And when com- 


miſſions for books are granted to Bookſellers, which 
cannot be procured in Edinburgh, a letter from the 
Bookſeller, acknowledging the commiſſion, ſhall be ob- 
tained. | 

9. A diſcretionary power is veſted in the Com- 
mittee for the purchaſing of new publications; which 
they again ſhall delegate to two of their number, 
in rotation, from one monthly meeting till ano- 
ther. 'Theſe two gentlemen ſhall exerciſe the diſcre- 
tionary power. veſted in them for the purchaſe of ſuch 
books, by written orders figned by them ; which order 
muſt be ſent along with the books to the Library of 
the Society, and the Secretary be directed to preſerve 


them. 


10. The Bookſcllers aal be directed to ſend the 
books which are purchaſed from them to the Library 
of the Society, at an hour when the Secretary will at- 
tend, who is to grant receipts for them, and minute 
the date of theſe receipts, ſo that it may appear that 
they came into the Library of the Society the ſame day 
they were ſent from the Bookſeller. 

11. The receipts of the Secretary ſhall be the docu- 
ments by which the Booklellers ſhall authenticate 

| their 
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their accounts when they preſent them to the Society; 
and if the date of the receipt do not correſpond with 
the date of the purchaſe, the account ſhall not be ad- 
mitted. "oY 1 ns | 
12. For better enforcing that law, which determines 
that one-third of the groſs revenue of that Society be 
appropriated to the Library, the Treaſurer ſhall be di- 
rected to carry over the ordinary expences of one year 
to the ordinary expences of the ſucceeding ; and, with- 
out a repeal of this law, it ſhall not be lawful for him 
to pay any accounts of the Society from the funds al- 
lotted to its Library, except thoſe which belong to the 
Library itſelf. This law cannot be repealed, at any 


meeting of the Society, unleſs ſix extraordinary and 30 


ordinary members are preſent who do conſent to its 
repeal. 
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OF THE PRIZE QUESTION, 


1. HE Society ſhall, annually, on the iſt day of Ja- 

- nuary, propoſe an experimental queſtion, con- 
nected with the objects of their inſtitution z and a me- 
dal, value 20 guineas, ſhall be given on the firſt day of 
meeting in April, two years and three months after- 
wards, to the author of the beſt diſſertation on that 


| ſubject, if ſuch diſſertation be judged to have ſufficient 
merit. Diſſertations, (written in Latin, Engliſh, or 


French), muſt be ſent to the ſecretary of the printing 
committee, on or before the iſt day of January, two 
years ſucceeding the publication of the advertiſement. 

2, Each eflay muſt be accompanied with a ſealed 
letter, and motto on its outſide, correſponding to that 
prefixed to the eſſay, and ſealed with a fimilar ſeal. The 
author muſt mention in this letter his name and place 
of abode. The other eſſays to be burnt, or returned, 
if required, with the letters unopened, 

3. The determination of the reſpeQive merits of the 


diſſertations ſhall be veſted ſolely in the Printing Com- 


- mittee. 
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4. The diſſertations ſhall circulate amongſt the 
members of the Printing Committee. They ſhall be 
ſent firſt to the oldeſt member of the Committee, who, 
after he has peruſed them, ſhall ſend them to the next, 
in the order of ſeniority ; and ſo on, in ſucceſſion, until 
all the members ſhall have peruſed them. 

Every member ſhall form his opinion apart, with re- 
gard to the merits of the different eflays ; and conceal 
his ſentiments, even from the other members of the 
Committee. 

5. There ſhall be a box provided for the Committee. 
And, on the day appointed for the deciſion, each mem- 
ber ſhall put into this box a paper, without ſignature, 
containing his opinion. = 

6. The prize to bc adjudged according to the opi- 
nions of the majority thus collected. | 
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OF THE DECISIONS OF THE 86. 
CIETY. 


HEN any propoſal ſhall be made to the Soci- 

ety, and ſeconded, if it be not unanimouſly 
agreed to, it ſhall be determined by ballot at the enſu- 
ing ordinary meeting. 

2. The manner of balloting ſhall be as follows: Every 
member who may not chooſe to vote, having retired, 
each remaining member ſhall receive a balloting ticket, 
which he ſhall put into the admit or reject ſide of the 
balloting box. The Secretary ſhall then count the 


number of voters; and, if this be found by the Preſi- 


dent and two ſenior members preſent, (who ſhall al- 
ways together examine the returns), to correſpond with 
the number of balloting tickets in the box, the Preſi- 
dent ſhall announce the deciſion of the queſtion, ac- 
cording to the proportion of tickets in the different 

ſides. 
3. A propoſal for adopting a new regulation * ſhall 
be admitted by the concurrent ſuffrages of two thirds

of the Society. A petition for a ſeat in the Society 
ſhall be admitted upon the following conditions: When 
the number of members voting ſhall be below thirty, 
if there be not two negatives ; when the number voting 
ſhall be thirty, or above thirty, if there be not for every 
ten votes one negative. A propoſal for the admiſſion 
of an honorary member ſhall be admitted upon the 
| fame conditions. A propoſal for the admiſſion of a 
viſitor ſhall be admitted, if there be not two negatives. 
A petition for a certificate ſhall be admitted, by a majo- 
rity of the Society. A petition for leave to alter the 
turn of delivering diſſertations ſhall be admitted, if 
there be not ſix negatives. | 
3. The ſenſe of the Society, collected from the ſuf- 
frages of a majority by ballot, ſhall in all other caſes re- 


* their deciſions. 


OF ORDINARY MEMBERS. 


O petition for an ordinary ſeat ſhall be received 
from any candidate who has not, for ſix months, 


attended ſome ſchool of medicine. 'This attendance 


mult be certified in the petition, 
2. Every ſuch petition ſhall be beet in due 


time, at an ordinary meeting, by ſome one member, 
who ſhall not be at liberty to make a recommendatory 
ſpeech in favour of the candidate; but a written re- 
commendation ſhall be affixed to every ſuch petition 
| when it is preſented, containing an atteſtation, upon 

honour, of the truth of the facts alledged in the ſaid pe- 
tition; and ſuch recommendation ſhall be ſigned by no 
fewer than fix, and not more than twelve members. 
The ſpirit of the following recommendation to be pre- 
ſerved. We the underwritten, members of the Royal 
Medical Society of Edinburgh, atteſt, upon our honour, 


- that the allegations contained in the petition are true.

Moreover, that the petitioner has enjoyed the further 


advantage of attending medical lectures for years, 
or of ſtudying medicine for years; and that We 


know him perfectly qualified to become an uſeful mem- 
ber to the Society. 

4. No petition ſhall be balloted for more than once 
the ſame evening, unleſs on the diſcovery of a miſtake 

in the ballot. 

5. No petition ſhall be received from the ſame can- 

didate more than for three times the ſame ſeſſion. 

6. Admiffions into the Society ſhall take place only 
between the 20th of November and 1ſt of May. 

7, If any member promiſe his vote for or againſt a 
candidate, he ſhall incur the penalty of 2 s. 6d. 

8. A copy of the Laws ſhall be ſent to each new 
elected member, by the perſon who ſhall have pre- 
ſented his petition. The new elected member may 
ſign the Laws (at the appointed time *) any of the three 
nights of ordinary meeting ſucceeding his election, But, 
if he neglect to ſign them the firſt night, he ſhall incur 
the penalty of a crown. If he continue his neglect the 
ſecond night, he ſhall incur the penalty of another 
crown. And, if he continue his neglect the third 
night, he ſhall incur the penalty of expulſion. 


9. The 


o Sce Order of the Proceedings of the Society, No. r4: 
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9. Whatever member aſſumes to himſelf a title of 


the Society which he has not lawfully acquired, ſhall be 


fined ten guineas, and ſhall be obliged to relinquiſh the

OF EXTRAORDINARY MEMBERS. 


NY Member, after having written two ſets of 
diflertations, and diſcharged all his debts due 
to the Society, ſhall immediately become an Extraor- 
dinary Member. 

2. A Doctor of Medicine, or a Fellow of the Royal 
College of Surgeons in Edinburgh, ſhall become an Ex- 
traordinary Member at the end of that ſeſſion in which 
he ſhall have written one complete ſet of diſſertations; 
providing he thall have contributed ſix guineas and an 
half (excluſive of fines and donations) to the funds of 
the Society fince his adnſiſſion. 

3. An Extraordinary Member ſhall enjoy all the pri- 


vileges of an Honorary Member. 
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OF CORRESPONDING MEMBERS. 


NY perſon who has ſent ſome communication 
to the Society, or has publiſhed his opinions 
in any other manner, may be propoſed as a Correſpond- 
ing Member. The propoſal ſhall be circulated with 
the papers, and determined at the next ordinary meet- 
ing in the fame way as a petition for an ordinary ſeat. 

2. A correſponding member ſhall enjoy all the pri- 
vileges of a perpetual vifitor. In return for which, he 
ſhall communicate to the Society any obſervations or 
caſes, that ſhall ſeem to him worthy of their attention. 

3. The perſon who ſhall have propoſed a Correſpond- 
ing Member, ſhall, after election, ſend him an ac- 
count of his privileges and duty, accompanied with 3 
diploma *.

2. Intimation of the appointment ſhall be circulated 
with the diſſertations and minutes. |

' whom he may vote. A Committee ſhall then be ap- 


pointed to examine the liſts, and to bring in a written 
report of the names of the Members voted for, and of

7. If, at the beginning of any meeting, all the annua 
Preſidents be abſent, the office of Preſident ſhall de- 
volve on the ſenior member preſent. But, if the Preſi-

leave the chair, he may ſubſtitute in his place another 
annual Preſident; or, if none of the other annual Pre-

8. The four Preſidents ſhall officiate according to ſe- 
niority. And, if the Prefident whoſe turn it may be to 
take the chair ſhould be abſent at the hour of meeting, 
without having obtained another Preſident to officiate 
in his ſtead, he ſhall be fined 1 ſh. ; and, if he ſhould.

10. The Preſident ſhall announce from the chair every 
vacancy which may occur in any office of the Society 
when it ſhall have happened; or, if it happen in the 
middle of the week, at the enſuing ordinary meeting. 
He ſhall take care that notice of it circulate in the mi- 
nutes, and that it be filled up at the ſucceeding ordina- 
ry meeting. 

11. The Preſident in office ſhall regulate the debates; 
for any irregularity during which he may impoſe a fine 
not exceeding 1 ſh. If any perſonal, impolite, or diſ- 
orderly expreſſion, ſhould occur during the debate, the 
Preſident ſhall immediately cenſure it. Should he be 
inattentive to this, any member may remind him of his 
duty, and (if neceflary) may require him to take the opi- 
nion of the Society immediately. If the offending mem- 


ber refuſe to make ſuch conceſſions as the Society may 


judge proper, he ſhall thereby incur the penalty of ex- 
pulſion. But if, after he ſhall have made ſuch conceſ- 
ſions, any member ſhould challenge him to a duel, 
that member ſhall thereby incur the penalty of expul-

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1. HE fame perſon ſhall act both " "<0 
and Librarian. So long as he ſhall diſ- 
charge his duty faithfully, he ſhall receive L. 25 Ster- 
ling per annum.

dinary members, at the beginning and end of every or- 
dinary meeting, and at the beginning and end of 
every extraordinary meeting, alſo, at the beginning 
and end of every monthly meeting, the names of the 
Preſidents, and of the four ordinary members who are 
of the Printing Committee.

circulation and periodical publications. 

5. He ſhall write down all the tranſactions and mi- 
nutes of the Society; and, at the end of each meeting; 
deliver ſuch records to the Preſident, to be inſpected 
and ſigned by him. Theſe minutes (tranſcribed into 
proper books), he ſhall afterwards deliver, together with 
the diſſertations received, to the ſenior member, every 
Sunday during the ſeſſion, at eight o'clock in the mor- 
ning. | | 
6. He ſhall receive the diſſertations and minutes, 
after they ſhall have circulated among the members. 

7. In balloting, he ſhall count the number of voters 
in the room ; and carry round the balls and box. 

8. He ſhall, in a book kept for that purpoſe, and 
which ſhall be allowed to lie on the Library table, mark 
down the names of all thoſe gentlemen, who may 
have been abſent. from any of the roll-calls ; ſpecifying 
the particular one, and the penalty incurred. He ſhall 
alſo mark down, in the ſame book, when ordered by 
the Preſident, the names, offences, and penalties of 
any perſon, who may have tranſgreſſed any of the 
laws.

15. He ſhall not intruſt any member with the keys

26. The Society may diſmiſs the Secretary at plea- 
ſure, upon giving him intimation of their intention four 
weeks before; or immediately, upon paying him a 
month's wages from the time of his diſmiſſion.

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OF VISITORS. 


1. T the private buſineſs of every ordinary 

meeting, the Preſident, whoſe turn it may 
be to officiate at the public buſineſs of the next ordi- 
nary meeting, and four members to be choſen by rota- 
tion, according to ſeniority, ſhall appoint each one vi- 
ſitor, to be admitted, if approved by the Society, at the 
public buſineſs of the enſuing ordinary meeting.
